Veteran of the Mexican and Civil Wars 


Passes Away at Ninety-Three.

Bolivar Buckner, former governor of 
Kentucky and candidate for vice-presi- 
dent in 1896 on the Gold Democratic 
national ticket, which was headed by 
Gen. John M. Palmer of Illinois, died 
at his country home in Hart county.
